Friendly, Courteous Service 


We're Doing a Good Job for Amtrak 


aa HIS HAS BEEN the nicest 
train trip I’ve ever taken. 
The service has been excellent . . . 
nice clean equipment . . . kind, 
friendly, cordial people. They’ve 
really extended themselves.” 

That’s how Mrs. M. J. McCarthy 
of West Chester, Ill., described her 
recent trip aboard the Coast Star- 
light between Portland and Los An- 
geles. She and her husband, a steel 
company executive, and two small 
children were taking a vacation trip 
aboard one of the eight trains South- 
ern Pacific operates on behalf of the 
National Railroad Passenger Cor- 
poration (Amtrak). 

“We have a brand new automo- 
bile, but we left it at home,” she 
explained. “We wanted to relax, stay 
off the freeways and enjoy the scen- 
ery. I’m very glad we did. Everyone 
chas been:so great, I almost wish we 
had another day on -the train.” 

“We're doing everything we can to 
make Amtrak a success,” said 
Thomas -C. Pilkington of Oakland, 
Calif.,'one-of the conductors on the 
/ train. “Our crews are really trying— 
not'only. because it’s a matter of jobs 
‘but because ‘we want people to en- 
-jJoy traveling on these trains.” 
Commenis like ‘these are typical 


of what you hear nowadays from 
passengers and crewmen aboard the 
Coast Starlight and all of our other 
Amtrak trains. 

The Coast Starlight — considered 
by Amtrak to be one of the finest of 
its national fleet of 214 passenger 
trains — operates three times a week 
from Seattle to Los Angeles, with 
connecting service to San Diego — 
a total distance of 1,503 miles. The 
Ceast Daylight, a companion train, 
runs between Oakland and Los An- 
geles four times a week, so that there 
is daily service between these two 
cities. 

“I think Amtrak service is better 
now than it was a year ago,” said 
Mrs. Alvin Bruce, one of the 233 
passengers aboard the 15-car Coast 
Starlight on Tuesday, September 12. 
She had boarded the train at Seattle 
and was traveling to Los Angeles. 
“The scenery is nice, and I’d much 
rather be traveling on the ground.” 

M. A. Wood, who was also making 
the Seattle-Los Angeles journey with 
his wife and two-year-old son, ex- 
plained that, “This is my first train 
trip since I was about seven. The 
service has been great — nice, polite 
and helpful.” 

Greg Williams, 24, was traveling 


from Oakland to his home in Santa 
Ana, Calif. “I'd rather spend 11 
hours on the train than fly — I’ve 
had some bad flights,” he said. “I’ve 
enjoyed this trip. People have been 
pleasant, and the train gives you 
room to move around.” 

Also aboard the Coast Starlight 
were Dave and Dianne Shannon, 
both students at Western Washing- 
ton State College in Bellingham. A 
few days earlier, they had taken the 
train from Seattle to Salinas, Calif. 
Then they had hitch-hiked over to 
Yosemite. Now they were continu- 
ing on to Los Angeles, where they 
planned to connect with the Sunset 
for a trip to San Antonio. 

Dave, who is majoring in subjects 
dealing with environmental protec- 
tion, pointed out that trains can play 
an important role in controlling air 
and noise pollution, easing traffic 
congestion and conserving energy 
resources. 

“We've had a comfortable, relaxed 
ride, and it hasn’t been too expen- 
sive,” he said. “The service has been 
good, and we've enjoyed meeting 
new people.” 

Another passenger, J. C. .Kno- 
blauch, 70,-has been riding trains for. 
more than 60 years; “I’ve always en- ©

joyed traveling over the Southern 
Pacific,” he said. “I made my first 
trip to California from Iowa in 1905, 
and part of if was over your lines. 
Freeway driving is tiring; I’d much 
rather go by train. My wife and I 
have just finished a good meal in the 
diner, the service has been courteous, 
and now we’re enjoying a sense of 
relaxation.” 

The Southern Pacific crewmen 
who helped elicit these and other 
compliments from the Amtrak pas- 
sengers aboard the train were unani- 
mous in expressing their pride in do- 
ing a good job. Here are a few of 
their comments: 

Eugene Branch, attendant in the 
dome lounge car: “We go out of our 
way to make people feel welcome, 
and I think they do. I got a lot of per- 
sonal goodbyes this morning when 
people got off at Oakland.” 

Jerry Kohler, brakeman: “All of 
us try to be courteous and friendly 
and project the idea to customers 
that we’re on the train to serve them 
— not the other way around.” 


William G. Sullivan, locomotive 
engineer: “The passengers may not 
even be aware of it, but we do our 
best to give them a smooth ride.” 

Paul Jones, sleeping car porter: 
“Everybody’s happy when you give 
them good service. Even when 
they’re cross, we win ‘em over.” 

Theopolis Toler, dining car stew- 
ard: “With Amtrak’s low cost meals, 
we're feeding everybody on the train 
these days. We want all of them to 
have a nicely served, appetizing 
meal — one they can really enjoy. 
We're going all out to make Amtrak 
work.” 

Scott Hunt, brakeman: “When you 
go down the aisles, you see mostly 
smiles, so I’m sure the majority of 
our passengers are pleased with the 
way things are going. It’s up to us 
to keep it that way.” 

Roscoe Drisdale, chair car porter: 
“I keep the car clean and try to be 
as friendly and helpful as I can, It 
sure makes me feel good to have 
comfortable, happy passengers.” 

These comments reflect the same 
spirit as that expressed in a letter 
sent earlier this year to all employes 
by Vice President-Operations R. D. 
Spence, who is also NRPC (Am- 
trak) operations officer for the Com- 
pany. In his letter, Spence pointed 
out that “Southern Pacific is firmly 
committed to doing the best possible 
job for Amtrak and -to helping it 
succeed,”

Starlight “courteous” and the trip “relaxing.” 


“T urge all of you who are involved 
in any type of service to Amtrak, no 
matter how large or small,” he wrote, 
“to give the assignment your best, 
most conscientious effort.” 

An independent survey of pas- 
senger reaction to service aboard the 
Coast Starlight and three other 
trains (which do not operate over 
our lines) confirms that Southern 
Pacific people have been doing an 
excellent job. 

The survey was conducted -by 
Prof. Richard L. Day of the Uni- 
versity of Idaho, with the assistance 


of Dan Butler, a graduate student. ; 


Based on some 1200 questionnaires 
distributed to passengers on all four 
trains, the study found that in April 


of ‘this year ‘93 per'cent of those ‘on 
the ‘Coast ‘Starlight rated the cotr- 
tesy of our-train and ‘station person- 
nel as. good or excellent. The train 
also received high marks for its com- 
fort and cleanliness, the quality of its 
lounge and beverage service, and its 
dining car food. Eighty per cent of 
those surveyed “definitely want to 
ride the train again.” 

Robert M. Jochner, who serves as 
general manager-Amtrak for our 
Company, points out that “Southern 
Pacific is making every effort to keep 
the Amtrak trains it operates on 
schedule, and Amtrak performance 
records show that we are making 
good progress in this area.” 

“The on-time performance of our 
Amtrak trains is better than the na- 
tional average,” he states, “which is 
an achievement when you consider 
that those we operate are all long- 
haul trains — up to 2,033 miles for 
the Sunset’s Los Angeles to New Or- 
leans run. Between January and 
July of this year, our on-time per- 
formance was 74 per cent as com- 
pared with 59 per cent for Amtrak’s 
other long-haul trains.” 

The Company has spent much 
effort and money in recent months 
to improve the operating perform- 
ance of all the Amtrak trains on its 
lines, he explains. For example, to 
minimize delays to both passenger 
and freight trains on the Sunset 
Route, it re-arranged train dispatch- 
ing districts and procedures in Texas 
and Louisiana at a cost to Southern 
Pacific of more than $450,000 in ad. 
ditional annual payroll and $68,000 
in new facilities. 

“While we are responsible for pro- 
viding good, friendly, efficient serv- 
ice,” Jochner points out, “Amtrak 
makes the decisions on such matters 
as equipment, schedules, frequency 
of service, fares, the number and 
kinds of cars in a given train, and 
even what items will appear on din. 
ing car menus.” 

“We, of course, cooperate in these 
areas, too,” he states. “We've also 
made a concerted effort to train new 
employes who are working in Am- 
trak service: For example, we held 
special :classes for 24 porters this 
summer. (see story on page 12). Just 


recently we proposed to Amtrak that 


all our people who contact the travel- 
ing public be given refresher train- 
ing, and we’re now awaiting Am- 
trak’s approval of this plan.” 

Amtrak’s reaction to the kind of 
cooperation it is receiving from 
Southern Pacific people is summed 
up in a recent statement made by 
R. T. (Bob) Edgar, Amtrak regional 
manager-West. 

“We at Amtrak are quite enthused 
over our first 16 months’ operation 
in the West and Southwest,” he said. 


“We have seen a decided increase in 
riders — a large number of whom 
are young people. Despite crowded 
and swamped reservations this sum- 
mer, the most refreshing thing we 
have observed: and heard ‘is the re- 
newed courtesy and service provided 
by the hundreds of Southern Pacific 
personnel involved in this initial 
operation. We have a long way to go 
yet, but we can see now that by work- 
ing together, we can provide the pub- 
lic with the type of passenger trains 
they deserve and want.” 


D. F. Diemer Retires; 
A. J. Chaplin Advances

On the Oregon Division: 


Traffic Men Are Riding Cabooses 


OR THE PAST three months, 

traffic men on the Oregon Divi- 
sion have been riding with train 
crews aboard local freight trains. 

They’ve been getting a close-up 
look at what it takes to provide good 
service from an operating stand- 
point, and they’ve also been meeting 
the folks on loading platforms and 
in warehouses and offices who come 
in daily contact with our conductors 
and other crewmen. 

“The purpose of the program,” ex- 
plains G, .£. Scholibo, traffic man- 
ager, Northern’ Territory, ‘is to 
strengthen ‘the ‘teamwork . between 
our-operating and sales. forces by 
giving each of them a better-under-

standing of what the other is trying 
to accomplish.” 

“Traffic men get an opportunity 
to learn about the loading, spotting 
and switching requirements of our 
customers,” he points out, “and train 
crews learn more about long and 
short-haul routing, so that they can 
help us get maximum haul on our 
traffic.” 

The program was undertaken in 
cooperation with Oregon. Division 
Superintendent A. W. Kilborn. Bach 
participant submits a report giving 
his observations and comments, with 
copies to both Scholibo and Kilborn. 
So far, all of these reports have been 
enthusiastic. 


Nineteen traffic representatives at 
Klamath Falls, Medford, Roseburg, 
Eugene, Salem and Portland have 
taken part in the program —- many 
of them riding 10 or more local trains 
on their districts. Several Traffic De- 
partment chief clerks have also par- 
ticipated. 

“The chief clerks,” Scholibo states, 
“are in daily contact with our custo- 
mers by phone. But prior to this pro- 
gram, they haven’t had a chance to 
meet the people they talk with.” 

Typical of the 60 daily local trains 
onthe Oregon Division is the “West 


” Stayton:Turn,” which serves indus-

Woodburn-Springfield Branch...

The. crew also included Locomo- 
tive Engineer C.E. Jones and Brake- 
men Charles R. Jennings and Tony 
E..

The West Stayton Turn leaves 
Woodburn about 8 a.m. daily and de- 
livers cars of farm machinery, appli- 
ances, lumber, fertilizer and other 
products te industries along the 
branch, It also drops off empty cars 
for these firms. 


Many of the loaded cars coliected 
by the train contain canned and 
frozen fruits and vegetables — prod- 
ucts of Oregon’s lush Willamette 
Valley. The local takes these and 
other outbound cars to Woodburn, 
where they are picked up by a main- 
line train about 6:30 p.m. the same 
day. 

During their trip together, Condr. 
Domhecker briefed Traffic Rep. 
Culp on the entire operation, ex- 
plaining each industry’s particular 
spotting and switching requirements. 

He introduced Ed to the shipping 
clerks, secretaries, warehouse men 
and others he contacts as he enters 
the “back doors” of plants along the 
branch to sign bills of lading and

handle other matters. 


the traffic man, “I know most of them 
by their ‘first names, and-of course 
I try to be helpful in any way that 
T can. And I let them know that-we 
need the long-haul routing of their 
cars over our lines, That’s the kind 
of traffic that pays our wages, and 
it’s usually best for the shipper too. 


“Sometimes they ask me how a 
given car should be routed, and I 
spell it out for them. I’ve asked 
enough questions myself to know 
which routings are best for us.” 


Over lunch at a cafe near the 
tracks, Ed answered several ques- 
tions on traffic matters for the train 
crew. They were especially inter- 
ested in: What kinds of traffic bring 
in the most income? When several 
railroads participate in a haul, how 
are the revenues divided? And what 
special kinds of service can railroads 
offer that their competitors can’t 
match? 

At the end of the trip, Ed told 
Curtis: “I think you and your crew 
are doing a fine job of serving the 
industries along this branch. You 
seem to know your stuff about Iong- 
haul routing, and you are really 
helping our sales effort. Keep up the 
good work!”

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Thousands of Employes Will Participate: 


Heart Research Study Begins 


OUTHERN Pacific employes 
at five key locations will soon. 
have an opportunity to participate 
in a $2.4 million research study seek- 
ing answers to the problems of heart 
disease and hardening of the arteries. 
A screening program for the study 
started this month, aimed at finding 
employes working in or out of San 
Francisco, Oakland, San Jose, Sac- 
ramento or Roseville, who have 
elevated levels of cholesterol and 
other lipids (fatty substances) in 
their blood. 

The research study is being con- 
ducted by the University of Califor- 
nia Medical Center, in association 
with Harkness Community Hospital, 
the main facility used by members 
of the Southern Pacific Hospital As. 
sociation. It is being funded by a 
grant from the National Heart and 
Lung Institute. 

“Southern Pacific is cooperating 


fully in this important research ef- 
fort, which will involve thousands of 
employes over the next few years,” 
says Dr. Vance M. Strange, the 
Company’s chief medical officer. 

“The purpose of the study is to 
learn more about the effects of ele- 
vated blood lipids,” he explains. “We 
think that excessive amounts of cer- 
tain lipids such as cholesterol in the 
blood can lead to hardening of the 
arteries and coronary heart disease 
if not corrected. By finding and 
treating people with high lipid lev- 
els, many cases of premature death 
or disability from coronary heart 
disease can probably be prevented 
or postponed,” 

Participation in the research pro- 
gram is entirely voluntary, he em- 
phasizes. Since it will take two to 
three years to test all employes 
working in the five designated areas, 
a random system has been set up to 
determine the order of testing. 


“When a peison’s name comes up, ° 
he will‘be‘sent a letter ‘inviting him | 


to participate in the study by giving 
a sample of blood and ‘answering a 
few questions about. himself,” Dr. 
Strange states. “If he elects to par- 
ticipate, the blood sample will be 
drawn at or near his on-duty point 
during his usual work hours with 
no loss in pay. 

“An individual who is found to 
have elevated blood lipids will be 
notified directly by one of the re- 
search workers at the University. 
With his approval, a report will then 
be sent to the physician he specifies, 
Since elevated lipid levels often run 
in families, arrangements will also 
be made to test the blood relatives 
of affected persons.” 

Dr. Strange stresses that all in- 
formation about those participating 
will be kept completely confidential, 
Neither the management nor. the 
medical staff of Southern Pacific will 
have access to any data collected 
from individuals taking part in the 
study.

‘ Company has been granted con- 


struction permits by the Federal 
Communications Commission for 
the first segment of its proposed 11- 
state common carrier microwave 
network, 

The permits enable SPCC to con- 
struct 19 microwave stations be- 
tween San Francisco and Los An- 
geles at a cost of about $3.4 million. 

“SPCC will provide a full range 
of specialized voice and data com- 
munication services to private line 
customers in business, industry, 
government or education,” explains 
John N. Albertson, general superin- 
tendent of communications-system, 
who is also vice president and gen- 
eral manager of the new subsidiary. 

The planned 11-state system will 
stretch along the Pacific Coast from 
Seattle to San Diego, and from Los 
Angeles to East St. Louis, Il., with 
service to intermediate points such 
as Phoenix, Tucson, El Paso, San 
Antonio, Houston, Dallas-Ft. Worth 
and Pine Bluff. Applications for sta- 
tions between Los Angeles and East 
St, Louis are presently pending be- 
fore the FCC, Albertson said, and 
applications for remaining segments 
will be filed shortly. 

Construction of the first segment 
should be completed in about nine 
months, he added. 

“SPCC’s proposed network will 
be piggybacking, to a large degree, 


on our present mircrowave system,” 
Albertson explained, “Start-up costs 
can thus be minimized and service 
provided in a relatively short time.” 

Southern Pacific currently owns 
and operates the nation’s largest 
private microwave relay system, 
with about 500,000 channel miles ex- 
tending 6,800 miles throughout the 
Golden Empire. 

“The FCC last year decided, in a 
major policy change, that special- 
ized common carriers could help 
meet the growing public need for 
communications service,” declared 
John Geier, marketing manager for 
SPCC. “It was anticipated that such 
carriers could offer greater flexibil- 
ity, provide supplemental capital for 
the rapidly expanding communica- 
tions market, offer highly specialized 
services and stimulate innovation 
through competition.” 

Geier said SPCC hopes to help 
fulfill those expectations and join 
with other common carriers, both 
existing and specialized, in creating 
a new national network.

This summer, 24 young men 
learned how to be porters on Am- 
trak trains operated by Southern Pa.

car and chair car porters; and eight 
hours on an actual run with ex. 
perienced porters. 

The students were also required 
to pass exams on the work manual 
covering the duties of their craft. 
Those who satisfactorily completed 
the course received a “Certificate of 
Achievement” from Amtrak, suit- 
able for framing. 


“The whole point of this training,”
